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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 15, 16, 22-25, 27 and 29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 15 and 29, in combination with other limitations of the claims, the prior art made 
of record and relied upon by the Examiner in the prosecution of this application fails to 
disclose or even suggest the following: A base station apparatus comprising: an 
acquisition section that acquires from a communication terminal apparatus, frequency 
band information indicating a frequency band having a propagation path state that is 
equal to or better than a predetermined level among a plurality of frequency bands, into 
which a frequency band used for a transmission multicarrier signal is divided and which 
are known to both the base station apparatus and the communication terminal 
apparatus; and a transmitting section that transmits a signal to the communication 
terminal apparatus via the frequency band indicated bv the frequency band information, 
wherein: the transmitting section sets a repetition number of the frequency band 
information in accordance with a number of accommodated communication terminal 
apparatuses and instructs each of a plurality of communication terminal apparatuses on 
the repetition number ". 



3. Claims 16, 22-25 and 27 depend on allowed base claim 15, hence, are allowed 
for the same reasons.
